New York, Oct. 15. — Between eighty 


and ninety passengers on the Voltur- 
no were trapped in compartment No. 
1 by the first explosion on the vessel 
Thursday morning 
and ' either per- 
ished at once or were burned alive. 
This news was brought to port today 
with the docking of the steamship 
Grosser Kuerfuerst, bearing 105 sur- 
vivors of the disaster. 
It came from the lips of Waldron 
Bisselman. third officer oE the Voltur- 
no one of the rescued. 
The Grosser Kuerfuerst docked in 
Hoboken shortly 
before one o'clock 
this 
afternoon.

Explosion Was Cause.

The cause of the fire he es- 
tablished as an explosion 'of a drum 
containing chemicals or oil in the for- . 
ward part of the vessel. 
"I was just going to the bridge,' 'he 
said,' "when the first explosion oc- 
curred. 
The Volturno trembled as if 
she had been struck by a heavy shell. 
Almost immediately other drums be- 
gan to explode. There 
was a rapid 
fire of explosions that sounded like

"I helped lower the 
third officer's 
boat.

The chief offi- 
cer was swept overboard too, but he 
held and climbed back.

take off an oar to steer the boat away 
from' the sh'ip' as it was in; danger of 
breaking to pieces against the Vol- 
turno at- any moment. : He used the 
oar to advantage and the boat drifted 
away.

Owen currency bill now before con- 
gress was attacked as dangerous and 
unscientific at today's session of the 
national conference on currency re- 
form. 
Prof. E. H. A. Seligman of Colum- 
bia . uuiversit-y; Frank A. Vanderlip, 
president of the National City Bank 
of New York, and Prof; Joseph Frank 
Johnson, dean of the New York uni- 
versity school commerce, led the as- 
sault at the morning session of the 
conference held at Columbia univer- 
sity. 
Prof, Seligman said that the great 
successful banking systems, of Europe 
were framed not by politicians but by 
the joint efforts 
of bankers and 
theorists and for that reason Ger- 
many,- France and England were a 
generation ahead • of this country . in 
these matters. 
To Protect Gold Supply. 


A novel plant for protecting 
the 
country's gold supply was suggested 
today by John M;.Gardin, vice oresi- 
dent of, the National Qity Bank of 
New Yonk,,jn,-an:-address on "Foreigri 
Exchange Problems" before the sec- 
ond national couferenct- on currency 
reform held under the auspices of the 
New York Academy of Political Sci- 
ence. 
Mr. Gardin said the president 
would be empowered to proclaim an 
export duty on gold exports when 
necessary to safeguard the supply of 
gold. 
"The 
most serious 
problem con- 
fronting us today in our international 
relations, particularly in view o£-th« 
pending changes' in our banking sys- 
tem," said Mr. Gardin, "is the protec- 
tion of our gold supply. The United 
States is the only absolutely free mar- 
ket for gold in the world' and we have 
to suffer J'or our liberality. 
"If conditions are normal and ex- 
changes are against 
us, 
it 
would 
neither be wise nor good business 
policy to place restrictions upon ex- 
ports ol' gold at all, but if we see that 
an export of metal under such cir- 
cumstances would still further aggra- 
vate conditions it would'be perfectly 
proper to apply the brakes, particu- 
larly so 
a.= 
recent legislation has 
made it easier to obtain bars than 
formerly. 


Could Add Premium. 
"We could add a premium to the 
cost of bars, but this premium could 
not be placed higher than, one quartei- 
of one per cent as that is about the 
difference between bars and coined 
gold. 
This premium could be made 
on a sliding scale with a maximum 
o£ 
one 
quarter per cent. 
This is 
about the limit of arbitrary action. 
Of course, all of this is predicated 
upon a legitimate export demand on 
the basis of exchange rates. 
"If the demand, however, is an arbi- 
trary one such as recently took place 
in connection .with gold shipments to 
Paris, the president of the United 
States should be employered to pro- 
claim an export duty on all .cold ex- 
ports unless it can be shown that the 
expert is taking place strictly on th-5 
basis of prevailing exchange rates. 
This power probably would never be 
invoked, but it would have a different 
effect."

er to furnish all labor possible out-

as a whole. With this opinion 1 dis- 
sent. 1 believe that each community- 
is best off when it. looks out for . its 
o%yn welfare first. If each community 
of the country is prosperous general 
welfare will look out for itself. , 
"The statement that we have the 
worst banking system in . the world 
has been repeated so often that it has 
come to be believed. The bankers -of 
the country are legally responsible for 
this condition; they have 
kept their 
mouths closed when they should have 
spoken plainly and decisively. 
The 
alleged rottenness of our 
currency 
and banking has been talked about so 
much and refuted so feebly that 
it 
finally got into politics. It would have 
made no difference what political par- 
ty came into power .at .the last elec- 
tion, the temper, of .the people was 
such that it would have felt obliged 
to propose and enact something radi- 
cal in banking legislation. 
"I believe the time will come when 
we will look back with regret at the 
loss of some of the best features of 
our free banking system. Centraliz- 
ation once accomplished ' is hard • to 
dissolve.

"The third objection supposes 
a 
•condition that has never existed; at 
what time have the banks ever com- 
bined to raise the rates of interest. 
The effect of the provision would be 
to permit the reserve banks to com- 
pete with the other banks by the use 
of their own money. It is manifestly 
unfair, subject to misuse, and one of 
the provisions which if left will prob- 
ably defeat the object of the law. 
"The requirement that banks trans- 
fer funds from one part of the coun- 
try to another is apparently unwork- 
able. .Its purpose is to do away with 
the custom of one bank keeping 
an 
account with another as is now the 
practice. Instead of a bank issuing a 
draft it would issue a check upon an- 
other bank. No one lias yet Figured 
out a means of paying these checks. 
"Congress will not 
pass 
the cur- 
rency bill in its existing form. 
On 
the senate currency committee not a 
single member is in favor of it as it 
stands and there are 
many outside 
the conrmittee who are opposed to it. 
Wilson is too. big and fair to attempt 
to force its passage. Radical amend- 
ments are assured and when it comes 
up for passage it will probably be a 
pretty good bill.

get is not withdrawn or seriously cur-

"In order to accomplish this 
pur- 
pose it is only necessary to extend 
the provisions of the Aldricli-Vreeland 
act to include state banks and trust 
companies. The 
trouble 
heretofore 
!ias been that all currency legislation 
has applied to national banks which- 
represent only about one-third of the 
banking capital. 
The pressure upon 
them in times*, of crisis have been too 
great.'. This remedy, however, is too 
simple for 
political 
purpose. 
Its 
proposal in Congress would be laughed 
at, so widespread and ingrained is the 
notion that there is something seri- 
ously wrong with the banks. 
"We have heard a great deal of lau- 
dation of the banking systems of the 
old world countries and especially of 
the Bank of England. What has the 
Bank of England done for England; 
government bonds are selling at 74 
cents on the dollar; 50 per cent of the 
people who live to be more than 60 
.years of age, die in the workhouse. 
If the "Banking system of a country 
does not promote its general welfare, 
what godU is it? There are probabiy 
more people starving and on the brink 
of starvation within five miles of the 
Bank of London, than any other place 
on the civilized globe." 
-. The speaker.went on to designate, 
explain the most 'objectionable feat- 
ures of the currency bill which he de- 
clared were four in number: 
the 
Board of Control; compulsion of all 
national banks to place twenty per 
cent of their deposits in the reserve 
fund; the right 
of the central 
re- 
serve banks to go into the market and 
make loans in competition with other 
banks when the Board of.Control be- 
lieves the bankers have combined to 


, raise interest rates; 
the proposition 
1 to force 'the banks to transfer funds 
from one part of the country to an-; 
other without charge. 
"According to the provision of the 
currency bill the 
Board of Control 
shall consist of seven men, four of 
whom are to 
be appointed by 
the 
President, three 
cx-officio 
members, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the

of Agriculture, and 
the 
Comptroller of the Currency. One of 
the seven must be a man skilled in 
banking. Politically a majority of the 
members will always belong to the 
party in power, in itself a source of 
danger.

NEARLY COMPLETED 


A FEW SHORT 
STRETCHES 
OF 


HIGHWAY STILL REMAIN TO' 


BE FINISHED. 


THIRTY 
MILES 
BUILT 


County Highway Commissioner Moore 


Hat Accomplished Much During 


Season Now Closing. 


Road work in Rock county for this 
season 
has 
practically been com- 
pleted according to County Highway 
Commissioner C. E. Moore, and ap- 
proximately thirty miles of new high- 
way 'Will have been built and 
four 
miles o£ county road resurfaced be- 
fore winter sets in. Highway work is 
being finished in the town of Clinton, 
Contractor Daniel 
Drew 
has 
two 
pieces of road, 400 and 
4,500 
feet 
long to complete 
in the 
town of 
Union, P. W. Ryan and Sons have a 
mile and a half to resurface in the 
town of Porter, this being 
part of 
three miles on new roadj and there is 
a small piece to be built in the town 
of Magnolia. 
Gravel and clay- with a stone foun- 
dation have been the materials used 
in constructing all new highways this 
year. All the work done in the fol- 
lowing towns: A mile in Clinton, mile 
and two-thirds in Union,, mile and a 
quarter in Johnstown, and a mile and 
a half in Harmony, -was 'Of -the 
all 
gravel type. ' 
In the towns of Newark and Avon 
no gravel is available. Two roads en- 
tirely constructed, of rock rubble were 
built in these sometime ago, but they 
are rough and unsatisfactory and no 
more work of that kind will be done. 
Rock will have to be crushed to give 
them proper, surfacing. 
Gravel found in the towns of Har- 
mony, Johnstown, Milton and Lima, is 
entirely too course for road material 
as it comes from the pit but if provi- 
sion was made for crushing it would 
make the best possible road' metal. 
Frequently it is,necessary to screen 
out this coarse material if the gravel 
Is to be used at all under present con- 
ditions with the result that the resi- 
due is too fine and sandy in order to 
obtain satiHfactory results. ' .Water- 
binding will be employed by Contrac- 
tor Wheeler on the road he is com- 
pleting in Clinton. 
Stone flag foundation is used -where 
the gravel is inferior or the 
roads 
are in low and wet spots. No crushed 
rock macadam roa'd has been built in 
Hock county except the piece built in 
the town of Clinton some years ago 
by the United States government. It 
has held up well and the foundation 
is in good condition hut it is in need 
o£ resurfacing. It i» probable that no 
more road of that type will be built 
in this co'unty a,s stone macadam..does 
not stand up as well under niodern 
traffic as does good gravel.- 
Road Commissioner Moore reports 
that the sentiment 
for good road 
building is rapidly growing in Rock 
county. Each piece constructed cre- 
ates a demand' for more and every 
farmer who becomes the owner of an 
automobile becomes a booster

LIVING WITHIN OUR INCOMES. 
FRIEND of mine whose husband probably earns about $4,000 a year, 
told" me the other day that she had great difficulty in keeping her 
household budget—including relit, domestic service, food and fuel— 
down to «50 a week. "It seems a good deal," she admitted, "but 
most Of my friends spend about that. 1 don't really see how one can 


do it for less and live decently." 
, 
. . . 
As I listened to her, there came into my mind two iliiferent and yet simi- 


lar complaints to which I had listened. 
. 
The first was from a woman whose husband earns in the neighborhood 


of S2 000 a vear 
"I've done my best," she said, "but I can't keep our house- 
''"' 
" 
' 
hold expenses below $22 a week, and when clothes and 
spending money and doctor's bills and all the unex- 
pected extras have to come out of the other $17, that 
doesn't lea_ve much to save, but I simply can't see how 
we could live comfortably on any less." 
The second statement came from a sweet little 


wife whose husband's salary is $25 a week. "We spend 
exactly S17 a week on our housekeeping," she said. 
"I wish we could save more, but we really can't live 
comfortably 
on any less 
with things costing 
as 


they do." 
And now I suppose you want to know what I'm 


aiming at with all these figures? 
Just this. 
The tenacity with which standards of 
living and incomes cling together. 
For the wonian with the $80 a week income, the 
minimum on which one could decently keep house was 
$50. The -woman who had to reckon on $40. a week 
managed it on $23; and trie wife who had to help her 
husband spread $25 over all the family needs got' along 


•• 
•• • 
• • on $17. Each one said she 
was doing the 
best that 
could be done. 
And yet i£ the SSO wife had been put 


in place of the $40 or the $25 wife. I know she would have managed very 
nicely. But because she had the $80 income to help spend, she got an $80 
point of view. 
Do you know how the foreign born tortoise who so often pass our Amer- 
ican hares in the race for wealth manage that miracle? They just don't let 
their standards of living keep right on the heels of their incomes all the time. 
They keep the first stationary, or nearly so, while the other increases. 
Yes, I know the American standard of living is a precious thing, and I 
know it is natural and right for people to want to have pleasanter surround- 
ings, better food, etc., etc., as soon as they are able to. But I do think we 
could keep a somewhat wider gap between our incomes and bur standards 
of living if we would try to do so. 
The ability to save is not a question of possessing any particular amount 


of money. Like Boston, it's just a state of mind. 
Of course there is such a thing as keeping one's standard of -living too 


far below one's income, but I know very few people who do.it. More of us 
need to remember that if we were earning $5 or $10 less a. week, we would 
still manage to live quite comfortably on that much less, and to ask ourselves 
why we can't do it anyway.

SOME MUSHROOM MENUS 


AND HINTS FOR SELECTION 


"Absence of occupation-is not a rest; 
A: mind quite vacant is a mind dis- 
tressed." 


If the 
numerous telephone 
calls 
and visits asking -how to cook 
and 
select mushrooms 
is any 
criterion, 
then a little talk with some recipes 
on the deliciouslv flavored mushroom 
will be appreciated. 
I do not wish to 
pose as an authority on the selection 
ot mushrooms; this 
is a study 
bv 
itself and too lengthy a subject for 
our column. 


It is. -however, 
highly important 


for those who gather mushrooms to 
be able to distinguish 
those which 
are 
edible from the poisonous ones. 
The edible 
appear according 
to a 
very good authority, in old sod, in a 
clear open sunny field. They are at 
first very small -on a short foot stalk 
and are then know.n as button mush- 
rooms. 
This growth is rapid; iu an 
hour the under skin cracks and the 
mushroom then 
opens like an 
um- 
-brella, and 
shows the gills 
under- 
neath, which should be a pale salmon 
color. 


Danger of Poison. 


In an hour or so it changes to a 
dark brown and is then called "old " 
According 
to il. 
Richard, a mush- 
room 
authority. 
even 
mushrooms 


which are usually edible may prove 
poisonous if collected 
when too old 
or in wei.. marshy plates. 
I)o not 


collect those around decayed stumps 
or trees or any other decayed matter. 
The skin of a good mushroom peels 


off easily. 
They may be used peeled 
or unpeeled, 
and are most 
desired 
for their very fine flavor, for serving 
with steaks, sauces with meats, stew- 
ing, -creaming, broiling, santeing and 
as flavor with chicken, sweetbreads, 
oysters and 
vegetables. 
Never 
let 
them stand in water. They are never 
very dirty, 
as they 
are picked 
so 
soon after growth. 
Hold each 
one 
separately under the water faucet or 
dip in a pan of water, rubbing the 
top until clean. The stem is usually 
cut up and 
cooked 
separately for 
flavoring only. 


Drying Mushrooms. 
While they are very plentiful now, 
prepare as directed a.nd peel. Cover 
the bottom of a pan with white pa- 
per, 
put in 
a single 
layer of the 
Jiushrooms, and stand in a very slow 
oven to dry. 
When dry and shrivel- 
ed put them at once into paper bags 
and 
put away in' a cool, dry place. 
When 
ready to use 
soak in 
cold 
water or milk and bring very slowly 
to the simmering point and they will 
be nearly as plump as fresh ones. 
People of all classes use this veg- 
etable and it has been no uncommon 
sight these past . t'ew^ days 
to see 
men, women 
and boys in the cars 
with baskets heaped full and of a.n 
unusual 
size 
of 
mushroom which 
they were going to sell or 'have I'oi 
their own table. 


Saute or Fried Mushrooms! 
This is perhaps the most common 


way of cooking the mushroom Wash 
nnd 
prepare 
as 
directed. Remove 
the stem 
and 
cook separately for 
sauce. The top may be left whole, oi 
sliced as preferred. 
Put in a saiice 


pan with two tablespooiU'uls of but- 
ter for each quart. 
Cover and cook 


slowly for 
twenty minutes. 
Serve 
on hot steak. 


Creamed Mushrooms. 
To every pint 
of mushrooms tops 


add one tablespoont'ul of butter and 
ccok, cvered, slowly- fifteen minutes. 
Then add one-half cup of cream and 
one tablespoonful 
of flour isalt and 
pepper. 
Remove from the fire and 


add ynlk of egg and one tablespoou- 
1'ul of sherry if you use it. 
These 


'may be served 
on toast or 
in puff 
paste patty cases. 
Remember 
they must be cooked 
slowly a.nd have considerable mois- 
ture in them. 


Murhrccms With Oysters. 
Prepare 
twelve 
large 
mushroom 
tops. 
Saute in butter five minutes. 
Place on rounds 
of buttered toast, 
gills upward; sprinkle with salt, pep- 
per and bits of butter. 
Lay in the 
ce.nter of each 
an oyster, sprinkle 
with seasoned buttered crumbs. Bake 
fifteen, minutes in a t'airlv hot oven, 
basting three times with "melted but- 
ter. 
Serve as an entree.
